the Troops of the 2 Crowns. It was at firſt reſolyd 
that a Judge of criminal Cauſes ſhould go wich Sig- 
nior Corſini, but the Matter being debated in a Con- 
gregation that met on purpoſe, it was judge d to be 
improper in the preſent Circumſtances — Affairs, and 
unfuitable to the Dignity of the holy See. So Signior 
Corſini is to do no more than take Informations; and 
then it will be judgd, whether the Imperialifts did 
and onght to expect that the Pope’s Officers ſhould 
protect them; and whether the Eccleſiaſtical State 
out of which they were warn’d to depart on pain of 
Excommunication, ought to have been an Afylum 
to them.
